Applicant's arguments on pages 3-5 of the reply filed on 10/27/2010 are 
persuasive with respect to the fact that the reaction medium disclosed in the 
French patent is not the final composition employed by the applied prior art of 
Tastu (USP 4,769,073), as a result the combined teaching of the applied prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious an abrasive for polishing a rock crystal with all 
the characteristics as defined in applicant's independent and amended claims 19 
and 22.
